NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

RULINGS  UNDER  NET  WEIGHT  AND  VOLUME  REGULATIONS. 

Referring  to  the  regulations  promulgated  under  the  net  weight  and  volume  amend- 
ment (see  Food  Inspection  Decision  154,  reprinted  in  Service  and  Regulatory  An- 
nouncements for  May,  1914,  p.  62),  the  following  interpretations  of  the  statement 
"in  package  form"  are  cited  in  order  that  the  regulations  may  be  uniformly  and 
promptly  enforced  after  September  3,  1914: 

Single  hams,  single  sides  of  bacon,  shoulders,  dried  beef  cuts,  and  similar  cuts  of 
meat  of  irregular  size  and  weight,  when  wrapped  or  coated  with  paper,  cloth,  or  gelatin, 
are  not  held  to  constitute  food  in  package  form .  This  also  applies  to  pork  loins  wrapped 
in  paper.  This  does  not  exempt  shipping  cases  or  other  containers  of  these  products 
not  marked  in  conformity  with  the  regulations. 

Sausage  stuffed  in  animal  casings  is  not  held  to  constitute  food  in  package  form. 

Lard,  compound,  and  other  rendered  fats  shipped  in  wooden  boxes  are  considered 
as  being  in  package  form. 

Lithograph  labels  on  metal  containers  now  on  hand  which  do  not  bear  the  net 
weight  may  be  corrected  by  the  application  of  approved  stickers  bearing  the  net 
weight,  the  stickers  to  be  attached  in  such  a  manner  as  to  adhere  to  the  containers 
under  all  circumstances.  On  future  supplies  of  lithographed  containers  the  net 
weight  should  be  likewise  lithographed. 
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Such  statements  as  "size  J,"  "|-  cans,"  etc.,  will  not  be  permitted  to  appear  on 
containers.  The  printing  of  the  quantity  of  contents  upon  the  outside  of  packing 
cases  containing  a  number  of  units  branded  in  conformity  with  the  law  and  regula- 
tions is  not  obligatory;  however,  if  given,  such  statements  must  be  correct  and  in  the 
form  prescribed  in  the  regulations. 

NEW  FORM  FOR  REPORTING  IMPORTED  MEATS  AND  PRODUCTS. 

A  new  report,  M.  I.  Form  109-JJ,  has  been  prepared  and  a  supply  forwarded  to 
those  stations  which  report  receipts  of  imported  meats  and  meat  food  products.  This 
form  is  to  be  used  for  reporting  inspections  and  rejections  of  imported  meats  and 
products,  and  should  be  prepared  and  signed  by  the  employee  making  such  inspections 
and  promptly  forwarded  to  the  inspector  in  charge  of  the  local  office.

NEW  REGULATIONS. 

B.  A.  I.  Order  209,  "Regulations  for  the  inspection  and  quarantine  of  horses,  cattle, 
sheep,  swine,  and  other  animals  imported  into  the  United  States, ' '  superseding  B.A.I. 
Order  180,  has  been  issued,  effectively  July  1,  1914. 

B.  A.  I.  Order  210,  "  Regulations  governing  theanterstate  movement  of  livestock," 
superseding  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments,  has  been  issued,  effective  July  1, 
1914. 

Copies  of  both  of  these  orders  have  been  mailed  to  inspectors  in  charge.  If  addi- 
tional copies  are  needed  they  may  be  obtained  upon  application  to  the  bureau. 

B.A.I.  Order  212,  "To  prevent  the  spread  of  scabies  in  sheep,"  and  B.  A.  I.  Order 
213,  "To  prevent  the  spread  of  scabies  in  cattle,"  superseding  respectively  Orders  208 
and  197  and  amendments,  have  been  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  effective 
July  1,  1914.  Orders  212  and  213  make  no  material  change  in  the  regulations  previ- 
ously in  force,  but  they  are  made  necessary  by  the  discontinuance  of  Order  143,  to 
which  Orders  208  and  197  made  reference.  Copies  of  the  new  orders  have  been  or 
will  soon  be  mailed  to  inspectors  in  charge. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  Amendment  1  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  139,  issued  May  26,  1914, 
which  amends  regulation  4  of  Order  139  so  as  to  provide  for  the  tuberculin  testing  of 
dairy  and  breeding  cattle  for  export. 


LIME-AND-SULPHUR    DIPS    AUTHORIZED    FOR    OFFICIAL    DIPPING    OF 
CATTLE  AND  SHEEP  FOR  SCABIES. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  and  other  bureau  employees  is  directed  to  paragraphs  1 
and  2,  section  9,  regulation  3,  alnd  paragraphs  1  and  2,  section  5,  regulation  4,  of  B.  A.  I. 
Order  210,  "Regulations  governing  the  interstate  movement  of  live  stock,"  supersed- 
ing B.  A.  I.  Order  143  as  amended,  effective  July  1,  1914,  which  provide  that  at  pres- 
ent only  lime-and-sulphur  dips  used  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  will  be  per- 
mitted in  the  official  dipping  of  cattle  and  sheep  for  scabies.  The  manufacturers  of 
the  following-named  proprietary  lime-and-sulphur  dips  have  been  advised  that 
bureau  permission  for  the  use  of  their  products  will  be  extended  for  the  present,  or 
until  such  time  as  it  is  found  that  they  are  not  being  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
statements  on  which  such  permission  was  based.  With  the  list  of  dips  is  shown  the 
proper  dilution  for  the  dipping  of  cattle  or  sheep,  as  the  case  may  be.

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ORDERING  SUPPLIES. 

Some  inspectors  in  charge  and  other  employees  located  outside  of  Washington  have 
overlooked  the  instructions  in  Service  Announcements  for  October,  1913,  page  94, 
relative  to  the  ordering  of  supplies.  These  instructions  must  be  complied  with  fully, 
and  monthly  requisitions  should  reach  the  "Washington  office  not  later  than  the  5th  of 
the  month.  Those  received  after  that  date  will  be  classed  as  emergency  requisitions, 
and  unless  a  satisfactory  explanation  of  the  necessity  for  ordering  at  a  time  other  than 
the  first  of  the  month  is  made  on  the  requisition  it  will  be  returned,  unapproved  and 
unfilled,  for  proper  explanation  on  the  requisition  (not  by  letter). 

When  ordering  nonexpendable  property  at  any  time  the  necessity  for  the  same  must 
be  explained  on  the  requisition,  and  if  the  station  is  already  furnished  with  a  similar 
article  the  explanation  should  indicate  whether  it  is  to  be  in  addition  to  the  similar 
article  already  on  hand  or  to  take  the  place  of  same;  in  the  latter  case  the  statement 
should  indicate  the  condition  and  the  proposed  disposal  of  the  article  to  be  discon- 
tinued.

USE  OF  PERSONAL  CONVEYANCES. 

According  to  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  an  employee  of  the 
Government  can  not  receive  compensation  for  the  personal  use  of  his  own  conveyance 
in  connection  with  the  discharge  of  official  duties  unless  provision  therefor  is  made  in 
his  commission  or  appointment.  Bureau  employees  who  may  desire  to  use  their  own 
conveyances  for  official  purposes  must  obtain  permission  from  the  Washington  office 
in  advance.  Failure  to  follow  this  plan  will  result  in  the  disallowance  of  all  claims 
for  such  service.
